RAISING LARGE LITTERS. 


Good’ Blood With Proper Care: Will In- 
, sure Success. . phe 

A large litter of hesvy, vigorous 
pigs at weaning time is the founda- 
tion of profits. To te it prolific 
‘sows and the: boar from a prolific 
strhin must be selected.’ The boar 
must not be given overservice, and 
the pregnant sow must have the feed, 
exercise and care that will keep her 
in best health and condition and that 
will produce thrifty development in 
the unborn piga, . 

The boar should serve a sow but 
once. and two sows a day sbou!d be 
the limit for a mature boar, and then 
he should have a day’s rest after every 
second or third day. He should be 
used before being fed. Handled in 
this way a mature boar is sufficient 
for fifty sows. Overservice results in 
pics that are dead; weak or puny at 
birth. Probably the greatest cause 
of pigs born dead or born. so weak | 
that they soon die is allowing the boar 
to run with the sows, Itis a sure way 
of reducing the number raised in a 
litter and of reducing the profits, - 

A boar should not be ased for much 
service until he is at least twelve 
months old. A fully matured boar

A beavy condition of 
flesh is favorable if it is put on with 
muscle making feeds and the sow has 
been given ample exercise. OUnder- 
feeding is extremely detrimental. ‘The 
pigs from-a halt. starved sow are weak 
and undersized at birth and are stunt- | 
ed while suckiing from tack of sutti- | 
cient milk, 

Sows fed much corn while pregnant 
make poor motbers, do not give a full 
supply of milk, are tikely to be ctum- | 
sy, and the pigs are often small and 
weak. Peas, sborts, tankage, skim- 
milk and alfaifa, clover, cowpeas, pea- | 
out bay and pasture are the feeds to 
give the sow for developing strong 
pigs at birtb.—Kansas Farmer.

PRESS BETTERMENT 
has been “is-| Avoid Establishing in Small Centres, 


Amalgamations Desirable. 

A few days ago an Ontario paper an- 
nounced,that four or five weeklies in 
Central Ontario had ceased publica- 
tion because lack of support. The 
papers included the Harriston Trib- 
une and three or four others. 

About June Ist, the amalgamation 
of the two weeklies at Morden, Man., 
was announced and ‘hereafter that 
field will be served by one non-politi- 
cal local weekly. 

These cessations and amalgamations 
are impressive of the trend of busi- 
ness in the newspaper world. They’ 
indicate that the day is at hand when 
the newspaper will be strictly a buci- 
ness proposition. Formerly small 
centres which could not support a 
paper were cutered to by third-rate 
weeklies which merely existed, while 
in more pretentious towns and. vil- 
lages there were and still are in 
many cases, two party organs, neither 
of which make a decent living for 
their proprietors or managers. 

The change in conditions which is 
gradually being brought about is much’ 
in the best interests of the press. The 
newspaper proposition that cannot 
stand on its business merits should 
rot exist. It is folly to continue to 
print a weekly in the small centres 
where there is not sufficient circu- 
lation or advertising patronage pos- 
sible from which to secure for the 
publisher a fa‘r wage and interest on 
his investment. So it is folly for the 
larger sized village to be served by 
two ‘ndifferent weeklies, both p-»r- 
baps controlled politically, when one 
good live local weekly would best 
serve the purpose.

No doubt when that time comes, how- 
ever, the publishers who were coun- 
ting on the prospects of their chos 
en centre becoming an important 
point, will move along to more de- 
sirable fields. 

As a matter of fact under modern 
conditions it costs so muéh to issue 
even a mediocre sheet that the in- 
variably unwealthy publisher cannot 
afford the luxury of printing a paper 
merely for the sake of designating 
himself an editor and publisher. 

The new conditions which a:e com- 
ing into effect are therefore better 
for all concerned. It ig in the in- 
terest of no one that the small burg 
which cannot properly support a 
paper should have one and neither is 
it desirable that a town which would 
support in a healthy condition a good 
live paper should provide a mere ex- 
istence for two second rate publica. 
tions.—Western Editor.

One parades with 
the regularity of a sentryman the balf 
covered corridor leading from the 
White House to the executive officea.—

HIS WOODEN TWIN, 


Marvelous Piece of Carving by a Jap- 
anese Artist. 

One of the most marvelous workmen 
fn the world is Hananuma Masakichi 
of Tokyo, who bas carved a figure in 
wood so like himself that when the 
two are placed side by side it is said 
to be almost impossible to tell which 
lives and breathes and which does not. 
* By several connoisseurs in art this 
fwooten figure has been pronounced 
the most perfect and human image of 
man ever made. Masakichi bas faith- 
fully reproduced every scar, vein and 
wrinkle to be seen on bis own body. 
The figure is composed of 2,000 pieces 
of wood dovetailed and jointed» with 
such wonderful skill that no seams 
tan be detected. 

Tiny holes were drilled for the recep- 
tion of hairs, and the wooden figure 
has glass eyes and eyelashes in which 
no dissimilarity to Masakichi’s own 
can be detected. ; 

The Japanese artist posed between 
two mirrors while modeling this figure, 
and for some time after its eempletion 
he posed frequently beside it, to the 
confusion of spectators, who .were of- 
ten entirely at a loss as to which was 
the artist. The figure stands witb a 
little mask in one hand and an ipstru- 
ment for carving in the other. The 
lifelike eyes are apparently gazing at 
the mask,’ and the face wears a look 
of intense absorption.—Pearson’s. 


Wireless From Aeroplanes. 

The first tests of wireless from aero- 
Planes by the government in this part 
ot the country were made at Potomac 
park Saturday. They were small, but 
satisfactory. It is now stated that the 
signal corps will continue the same 
sort of work at College park, where a 
training ground for aviators is being 
established. The government expects 
to purchase three machines for a 
starter. Lieutenant R. C. Kirtland of 
the Fourteenth infantry has been de- 
tailed to the park to have general 
charge of the work.
